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wilmington’s Schoo] Dental 
clinic is in need of expansion 
because of the increasing num- 
bers of students in the wil- 
mington Schools. Foster Balser 
1956 campaign manager of the 
Wilmington Community Fund has 
pointed out that with the pre- 
sent school enrollment the 
clinic is taxed to capacity. 
More and more pupils, children 
of parents arriving in wil- 
mington to work for the AVCO 
Development firm, and of other 
people, will be using the 
clinic. It will have to grow 
in size and scope -- and money 
is needed to accomplish this. 

The Dental Clinic is just one 
of the community projects that 
are supported by the Wilming- 
ton Community Fund. Original ly 
donated to the town by the Ro- 
tary Club, it has provided 
more than adequate care fpr 
children’s teeth far the past 
nine years. Now is time to 
plan for the future, Balser 
has stated, to plan for still 
more capacity in the clinic, 
Residents of Wilmington who 
donate to the Community Fund 
will be doing their bit for 
their children’s well-being in 
future years. 

The Dental Clinic is only a 
part of the responsibility of 
the Wilmington Community Fund, 
but it is a part that touches 
nearly every home, In addition 
to the clinic, the Fund as- 
sigts youth movements, cares 
for needy persons, and is al- 
ways on hand, within minutes

NEW VOTERS 


What must a person do to become a voter in 
Wilmington? This is a question frequently asked 
by newcomers to this town. 

In Massachusetts a person must have lived in 
the Commonwealth for one year, and in the town 
or city in which he wishes to be a voter for 
six months. He must prove he can read. He re- 
gisters by appearing before the Board of Regis- 
trars in the Town or City Hall, and proving 
that he can meet the requirements. . 

The only time that a new voter cannot regis-— 
ter is in the twenty day period that precedes 
a national or state election,or a town meeting. 
The books are closed at that time in order that 
the Registrars may check closely the names of 
persons qualified to vote. 

Sometime about the middle of October the 
voting lists will be closed until after the 
national elections.

About five years ago this town had presented 
to it the amazing thought that by combining 
police and fire facilities a savings could be 
made. The presentation was on rather short 
notice, something that was kept under wraps, 
so as to speak, until the Town Meeting. The 
resulting fiasco brpaght a solution in which 
the proposed site for a new combination Fire 
Police Station-was thrown out by the voters, 
and a hasty substitute site adopted. The cost 
estimate was rather sketchy, and $70,000 was 
appropriated fer the new building. 

Then the town had to build with that 
which wasn't really sufficient. But, we’ got a 
bargain building, and certain people were 
pointing with pride to it, saying that Wilming 
ton was really a progressive town, etc, etc., 
because of our new combined facilities, and 
the way it saved money. 

Notable was an absence of 
Police and Fire Departments. Notable too, was 
the fact that the floors began to fall down, 
and other things began to happen, but good 
loyal citizens were supposed to overlook that, 
and anyone else who wanted to talk about it 
was simply Anti Town Manager. 

Last week the Additional Police Stations Com- 
mittee reported that a new police station 
would be needed, and we carried the story in 
our paper. Details of their report make inter- 
esting reading. 

The committee reported that combination Fire 
and Police buildings do not work out very well 
They threw the Poo-Bah out of the window.

ger then may now feel vindicated, but the 
whole stgry has probably been forgotten by 
this time.

THE PRIMARIES 

The number of voters at the polls last week, 


for the primaries, was the highest in percent— 
age in recent years, if our memory serves us 
right.

The contests, for State Representative and 
State Senator, notably, were conduetive in 
getting out the vote - in other words the loc- 
al issues.

The town’s electrical rate study) 
committee, of which N. Kenmure 
Wade is chairman, presented a re- 
port to the Board of Selectmen, 
last evening, and recommended 
that opposition be registered on 
rate adjustments as proposed by 
both the Reading Municipal Light 
Department and the Peabody 
Municipal Light Department. 

In addition, the committee 
recommenced that possibly the 
time had come for the town to look 
into the feasibility of establishing 
its own municipal light department. 

The committee has held numer- 
ous meetings, a public hearing and 
has collected evidence of supposed 
high electric bills. Mr. Wade re- 
vealed that in the majority of cases 
where high bills were received, the 
persons had electric hot water 
heaters and the committee found 
that the electric water heaters 
comprised one-half to two-thirds 
of the total monthly consumption.
